Washington, April 5—The army beef 


court of inquiry opened today with 
Colonel 
R. W.. Huntington of the 


marine corps on the stand. He was in 
chargr -»f the detachment of marines 
which made the fine record at Guan- 
'anoino. He said no canned beef was 
issued. Refrigerated beef was used 
immediately and there were no com- 
plaints. The report of Prof. Russell 
H. Chittendon of Tale college, to whom 
samples of canned roast beef was sent 
for analysis was read. 


Favorable Kepori. 


The report of Professor Chittendon 


was entirely favorable to the beef as 
a food product. Careful study was 
made of samples comparing them with 
fresh 
beef, also determining 
the 


presence or absence of preservatives. 
He found the contents sweet, emitting 
the odor always given by cooked meat 
In some cans the meat particles were 
large and in others not The cans ex- 
amined were three each of the roast 
beef of the Armour, Prairie and Wil- 
son companies, all of which had been 
exposed to tropical climates. 
When 


the meat was placed in bottles and 
exposed to warm air .for several days 
it retained its freshness; after several 
days it developed mould and then de- 
composed. In all the samples, the pro- 
portion of fat and protein was such as 
to bring the beef into the range of 
good beef. The presence of much fat 
rendered it doubtful whether the food 
was suitable for a tropical climate ex- 
cept Where extreme heat was to be 
guarded against. Careful tests failed 
to develop either boraic or salycilic 
acid. 
The Wilson specimen showed 


the presence of salt or saltpetre. Tests 
failed to show coloring matter. It was 
evident the meat was boiled rather 
than roasted. On this account there 
was a loss of some nutritive qualities. 
Still there was enough protein In one 
can of the beef to sustain a man two 
days.

to the tetter's Journey to Rome." 


Continuing, the Filipino statement 


says: 
"The Paulist fathers' actions 


prior to the fall of Manila were sus- 
picious. Now, in conjunction with Arch- 
bishop Nozaledae, who is intimate with 
General Otis, they are endeavoring to 
procure the former ascendancy of the 
church in the Philippines, hence they 
are sustaining General Otis, who, as a 
Catholic, has refused to obey the Wash- 
ington orders and transfer the command 
of his forces to General Lawton, because 
he wishes to remain In power and assist 
the church to recover its real estate.

Villalon arrived yesterday from Wash- 
ington, and the Cuban military assembly 
was convened In order to hear their re- 
port regarding tfi-eir efforts in Washing- 
tonw Not until after an hour's delay was 
a quorum secured. 


Senor Hevia made the following state- 


ment: 
"On arriving in Washington 


with Senor Villalon, I Immediately 
sought Mr. Coen, and asked him for a 
definite assurance as to carrying out 
the loan he had proposed, giving him 
until Friday at noon to answer. In the 
meantime we sought an Interview with 
the American secretary of state, asking 
him either to increase the *3,000,000 or to 
authorize the assembly to contract a 
loan. 
The secretary of state replied 


that neither course was possible, arid the 
matter closed with the receipt by Senor 
Viililon of the following letter from Mr 
Hay: 
, 


I reported to the president today 


the subject of our conversation this 
morning, and he directs me to say that 
he has nothing to add to the old com- 
munication, which I then had the honor 
of making to you and Senor Hevia.' 


"The secretary of state told us that the 


refusal of General Portuendo to deliver 
the rolls at the request of General 
Brooke had made a very bad impression 
in the United States. 
Senor Villalon 


explained that the matter had not been 
correctly reported, assuring him that 
General Portuendo told the representa- 
tive of General Brooke that the muster 
rolls were the property of the assembly 
as representing the army, and that he 
could not deliver them, except on the 
authority of the assembly, without being 
guilty of insubordination. 


"Mr. Coen tried to arrange a meeting 


for us with the parties interested In the 
loan scheme, but the attempt mas not 
successful. .He then introduced Mr. 
Rosenberg, who said he was sore the 
loan could be arranged, but time was 
necessary to carry out the project, and 
the present moment was inopportune to 
approach President McKinley, woo was 
busy with the Filipino*, Mr. Rosenberg 
suggested waiting. 
To this Senor Vil- 


lalon answered that w. must immediate- 
ly inform the assembly of the situation. 


"In reply Mr. RoseiiOerg said that un- 


der such conditions the loan would be 
impossible, and it was better to call the 
deal off. 
He spoke of a certificate of 


deposit for the whole amount offered the 
assembly, which he proposed to produce 
for the Cubans to show the president at 
an opportune time, but it was not ex- 
hibited to me." 


A report, embodying the substance of 


Penor Hevla's statement, was submitted 
to the assembly, after which 'Senors 
Hevia and Villalon both expressed them- 
selves as convinced that it would be im- 
possible to get another cent from the 
United States, or an American author- 
ization to make a loan, and that it was 
equally hopeless to negotiate the loan 
proposed by Mr. Coen.

The French Snpreipe Court. 


The constitution of the cour de cas- 


sation is as follows: One president, or 
chief justice, stands at the head of the 
organization, having below him three 
subordinate presidents, each of whom 
has charge of a chamber. Next in order 
come 45 minor judges, styled council- 
ors. 15 for each chamber. Besides these 
strictly judicial functionaries, who are 
appointed for life, there are eeven offi- 
cial advocates, one of whom is a sort of 
attorney general to the whole body, j 
while two practice in each of the di- 
visions. 


To this staff must be added four chief 


clerks and about a score of minor offi- 
cials. Of the three chambers, the firs 
is a court of requests, serving to decide 
what cases shall be allowed to go before 
the civil and criminal chambers re- 
spectively. Eleven judges in all the di- 
visions are necessary to form a quorum. 
The courts only sit three days a week, 
from 12 to 4, so that this huge machine 
does its work very slowly.

Manila, April 5.—The belief )s spread- 


ing- among- the residents here that the 
effect of the capture of Malolos. the for- 
mer 
rebel capital, followed by the 


proclamation of the Un! ted States Philip- 
pine comrwssion, will be to convince the 
natives that Agriinaldo's bubble has 
burst. Dr. Schurman, president of the 
commission, said yesterday: "The Fili- 
pinos have been asking unceasingly: 
"What do you propose to do for us?' The 
proclamation answers the Question and 
it should satisfy them." 


Colonel Charles Denby, member of the 


commission and 
former minister to 


China, remarked: "It is the most im- 
portant proclamation since the declara- 
tion of independence. Spanish, Tagal- 
man and English versions have been 
printed, and it is proposed to circulate 
them about Malolos and at all seaports. 
They will be seat to the lake towns by 
gunboats." 


The test 9t the proclamation promul- 


gated by the United States Philippine 
commission is as follows; 


The commission desires to assure the 


people of the Philippine islands of the 
cordial good-will and fraternal feeling 
which is entertained for them by the 
President of the United States and the 
American people. The aim and object 
of the American government, apart from 
the fulfilment of the solemn obligations 
it has assumed toward the family of 
nations by its acceptance of sovereignty 
over the Philippine islands, is the well 
being, prosperity and happiness of the 
Philippine people and their 
elevation 


and advancement to a position among 
the moat civilized peoples of the world. 


The president believes that this felicity 


and perfection of the Philippine people is 
to Le brought about by the assurance of 
peace and order: by the guaranteeing of 
civil and religious liberty; by the estab- 
lishment of justice; by the cultivation of 
letters and the liberal and practical arts; 
by the enlargement of intercourse with 
foreign nations by expansion of indus- 
trial pursuits, by trade and commerce, 
by multiplication and improvement of 
the means of internal communicat'on, 
b> development, with the aid of modern 
mechanical inventions, of the great 
natural resources of the archipelago, and 
in a word by the uninterrupted devotion 
of the people to the pursuit of useful ob- 
jects and the realization of those noble 
ideas which constitute the higher civi- 
lization of mankind. 
-j- 


Unfortunately these pure aims and pur- 
poses of the American government and 
people have been misinterpreted to some 
of the inhabitants of certain islands, and 
as a consequence the friendly American 
forces have, without provocation or 
cause, been openly attacked. And why 
these hostilities? What do the best 
Filipinos desire? Can it be more than 
the United States is ready to give' They 
aer patriots and want liberty. In the 
meantime, the attention of the people of 
the Philippines is invited to certain regu- 
latne principles by which the United 
States will be guided in its relations with 
them. These are deemed to be the points 
of cardinal importance: 


1—The supremacy of the United States 
must and will be enforced throughout 
every part of the archipelago, and those 
who resist it can accomplish no end other 
than their own ruin 


2—To the Philippine people will b"e 
granted the most ample liberty and self- 
government reconcilable with the main- 
tenance of a wise, lust stable, effective 
and economical administration of public 
ftftVrs and compatible w fth the sovereign 
and international rights and the obliga- 
tions of the United States. 


S—The civil rights of thp-Phllinpmc 


ppople will be guaranteed and protected 
to the fullest extent; rei g-'ous freedom 
will be assured, and all persons shall 
be equal and have equal standing in the 
eyes of the law. 


4—Honor, lustire and fr.'endship for- 


bid the use of the Philippine people or 
the islands they inhabit aa an oMpot 
or means of exploitation. 
The purpose 


of the American government is the wel- 
fare and the advancement of the Phil.p- 
p»rie people. 


5—There shall be guaranteed to the 


Philippine people £n honest and effective 
fvil service, in vhich, to the fullest ex- 
tent to wmch it is practical, natives 
(.hall be employed. 


6—The collertion and application of all 


taxes and other revenues will he placed 
upon a sound, economicnl oasis ,ird the 
public funds, raised Justlyand collected 
honestly, will be applied only to defray 
the regular and proper expanses in- 
curred by and for the estabuhment and 
maintenance of the Philippine govern- 
ment and such general improvement's 
us the public interests may demand. 
Local funds collected will be used for 
local purposes and not to be devoted 
to other ends. 
With such prudent and 


honest fiscal administration it is believed 
that IV" 
1 needs of the government will in 


a sho^r t;me become compatible with a 
con«i(iornblo reduction in taxation. 


7—A puie. speedy and effective admin- 


istration, of justice will be established, 
d'horeby may bp eradicated tht» evils 
urialng from delay, corruption and ex- 
ploitation. 
8--The construction 
of roads, rail- 


roads and similar means of communi- 
cation and transportation and of other 
oubllc works, manifestly to the ad- 
vantage of the Philippine p&opla. will 
be promoted. 


9—Domestic and forelm trade and 


commerce, agriculture and other in- 
dustrial pursuits tending toward the 
general development of th* country, in 
the interest ot the Inhabitants. *hall ba 
objects of constant salicitu.d« and foster- 


10—Kft«cttT« provision will W nsada

Ueut. Bravnersrenther Describes 


T&«ss as "Easy to Handle." 


Lieutenant William Brannersrenther, 


executive officer of the Cbarleaton, 
whose exploit in making the bloodless 
capture of the Ladrone islands last sum- 
mer will be recalled, writes an interest- 
ing letter from* Manila to August A. 
Pollack of Wheeling. He is now cap- 
tain of the port at Manila and has un- 
der him some 500 Filipinos, whom he 
finds easy to control Speaking of the 
natives, he says: 


"The natives tbemselvea, left totbeir 


own intentions, will never prove trou- 
blesome. They would be only too will- 
ing to earn a meager living and get a 
few dollars. They are not hard to han- 
dle at all. I employ several hundred in 
my department and find no trouble 
whatever, though I have often to work 
them at night in docking and nndock- 
ing vessels. Daring all the fighting the 
hundreds in my employ remained loyal 
and faithfoL 
I lost only five or six in 


all, and these I believe were frighten- 
ed off for fear of subsequent molesta- 
tion abonld the rebels, as they contend- 
ed tbey could do, wipe all the Ameri- 
cans off the face of the earth. 


"Heretofore, when fighting with the 


Spaniards, the rebels have been badly 
organized and ranch worse armed. Not- 
withstanding this condition tbey had in 
a general way a success out of every 
engagement with their natural enemies. 
Since that time tbey have been much 
better drilled, better armed and better 
organized, and they naturally conclud 
ed they could easily succeed in exter- 
minating the Americana Tbey tried it 
a few weeks ago at 0 p. m. Ob, my, 
wbat a surprise 1 Thousands of them are 
dead (cremated and bnried), and the 
hospitals are filled witb tbe wounded, 
many of whom will never recover. 
Tbey bave lost in and about here over 
10,000 men. Our loss has been less tban 
100 men—to be exact, 68 officers and 
men killed and 275 wounded. 
Onr 


wounded people have a much better 
chance of recovery tban theirs, as the 
Manser ball makes a cleaner and smaller 
wound tban do our Remingtons and 
Bpringfields.

Successful Teat of a Valuable Wa*b- 


ington Invention. 


Through tbe cctirtesy of the officers 


of tbe Chesapeake Beacb Railroad com- 
pany a Washington inventor baa for 
some weeks past been most successfully 
testing a new locomotive appliance.

Through 
tbe assistance of tbe inventor and those 
who managed tbe train every oppor- 
tunity was afforded tbe gentlemen for 
tborongh inspection,' and all of them 
retuined from tbe trip more 


HAVANA'S DETECTIVE FORCE 


Michael Crawler, «• (UWMtser, Says 


It to tiettlMi; •» Well. 


Michael Crowley, formerly a detective 


sergeant on the New York police force, 
arrived in New York recently from 
Havana on the Ward line steamship 
Beguranca. While ex-Chief of Police 
McCnllagh was in Havana organizing 
tbe police force tbere, Detective Crow- 
ley was at work organizing the detect- 
ive force. He brongbt back with him 
Dominica Martinez, a Havana detect- 
ive, who will make a study of the sys- 
tem in vogue here. 


"A great deal of work bas been ac- 


complished in Havana," said Petective 
Crowley, "and tbe force is getting on 
well. They now have a 'rogues' gal- 
lery' and bave got in working shape a 
valuable collection cf records of the 
criminals of Cuba. Tbe outlook, when I 
went there three months ago, was rather 
discouraging. The detective force was 
in a demoralized condition. It had been 
allowed to run down, and the evacua- 
tion of the Spaniards had left the po- 
lice department in confusion. To make 
matters about as bad ns they could be, 
tbe Spaniards bad turned loose all tbe 
criminals. 


"In the reorganization of the force 


both Cubans and Spaniards bave boen 
employed. Tbe Spaniards make the bet- 
ter detectives. Tho force is made up of 
a. detective inspectors two sergeants and 
14 detectives 
Tbey report for roll call 


every morning and receive their assign- 
ments for tbe day. The principal work 
tbey are engaged in at present is tba 
looking tip of murders and robberies. 
They bave been successful, and a num- 
ber of culprits bave been captured 
through their efforts. 


"Tbe great trouble is tbat, whilo 


tbey are enthusiastic, they are also 
very excitable, and eorne friction bas 
resulted owing to the fact that the resi- 
dents of Havana went armed. Two of 
the detectives have been killed. Now, 
however, that haw been remedied, as 
General Lndlow has issued an order 
that no resident shall carry arms. 


"Aa an instance of their excitability; 


Tho inspector of the Third battalion 
fought a duel witb a discharged police- 
man who made remarks al'ter leaving 
the force derogatory to it. The men 
met on tbe field cf honor The fight 
was with swords, and the result was 
that the ex-policeman was wounded in 
the arm. Imagine tbat happening here 
in New York! 


"It must not be tbonght, however, 


tbat the detectives are not efficient be- 
cause excitable. Tbe police force, as a 
whole, is getting oa well, and I bave 
not the least doubt that,in tbe future 
Havana will bave a force that will be a 
credit to the city."—New York Times.

The Steedi He Rode Were Reaowaed 


For Their Spirit »nd Dnih—How He 
Invented a Double Room With bat 
One Bed—Hi* Great Ho«pUu!U> i.; 
Montl<-e!lo. 


Tbe discussion tbat bas been going 


on lately regarding Thomas Jefferson's 
birthday bus caused a lot of stories re- 
gardiBg tba great statesman's life and 
babits to bo raked np. Some of the 
traits in bis character are illustrated 
by tbe following anecdotes: 


Tbe most emphasized trait in Jeflter- 


I son was bis love for horses. At Monti- 


cello he reared the finest in tbe country 
and used to make a most elaborate ac- 
count of their pedigrees. His saddle 


] horses were particularly celebrated. He 


• himself was a rider witboct fear and 


seemed to care btit little for his neck. 
Tbe horses which he personally rode 
were always renowned for tbcir spirit 
and dash. His last and favorite horse, 
Eagle, be mounted within tbiee weeks 
of his death, when he was eo feeble 
that he bad to be fairly lifted into tbe 
saddle. It was one of these horses of his 
own raising tbat Jefferson rode at tbat 
famous inauguration which so amazed 
an Englishman looking on with its 
simple democracy. 
Tbe Englishman 


says of this president's i^aagnratioa: 


"His dress was of plain cloth, and he 


rode on horseback to the capitol with- 
out a single guard or even a servant in 
his train; dismounted without assist- 
ance, and with his own hands hitched 
tbe bridle of tbe horse to tbe palisade." 


In view of this very simple inaugura- 


tion, one grows curious to know, in 
these days, what Jefferson wonld think 
of an, inauguration procession three 
miles long and a White House police 
force of 26 men all the year round to 
guard the president. 


Jefferson's inventive genius was dis- 


played in the plan of hie sleeping apart- 
ments at Monticello. It would appear 
as if he was boand to bave a room to 
himself, yet this was the day when it 
was customary for a man and his wife 
to occupy the same bed. The problem 
mast have presented itself to Jefferson, 
how was he and Mrs. Jefferson to sleep 
together and yet give him a room to 
himself? It was like trying to pass two 
trains on the same track. This is bow 
he did. He marked off two rooms, side 
by side, one for Mrs. Jefierson, one foE 
himself. He ran a partition, wbicb was 
really a series of closets and which by 
reason of the depth of tbe closets was 
four feet thick. This four foot partition 
separated tbe two rooms. In the center 
of it, however, be cut an arch from one . 
room to tbe other, just wide enough for ! 
tbe length of a bed to stand in. Then 
be filled np the arcb witb a bed. Jeffer-

. Jefferson was very inventive. It may 
be worth while to know tbat it was he 
who presented to the farmers the pres- 
ent moldboard of our field plows. Be 
invented tbe first scientific farrow turn- 
er that w-as ever stuck in the ground 
and nsed to make them at a little fac1- 
tory at Monticello. 


It was Jefferson's belief tbat he was 


better fitted by nature for a quiet do- 
mestic life and tbe calm pursuits of a 
scholar than for tbe life of a political 
leader. Two days before his last presi- 
dential term expired be wrote: "With- 
in a few days I retire to my family, my 
books and my farms. Never did a pris- 
oner, released from bis chains, feel such 
relief as I shall on taking off the shac- 
kles of power." 


After bis retirement Mr. Jefferson 


was profuse in bis hospitality at Mon- 
ticello. Whole families came in tbeir 
coaches with their horses—fathers and 
mothers, boys and girls, babies and 
curses—and remained three or even six 
months. His friends often came with 
loaded coaches drawn by four horses to 
visit him. Some time after Mr. Jeffer- 
son's death a gentleman asked Worm- 
ley, bis favorite servant, how often his 
three carriage houses were all filled in 
Mr. Jefferson's time. He replied: "Ev- 
ery night, sir, in tbe gammer. And we 
commonly bad two or three carriages, 
besides, under tbat tree." "It must 
have taken," tbe gentleman added, 
"all hands to have taken care of your 
visitors." "Yes," the faithfcl slave re- 
plied, "and tbe whole farm to feed 
them." Mr. Jefferson's daughter, Mrs. 
Randolph, was tbe presiding lady of 
this establishment. Tbe domestic service 
require 87 bouse servants. 


Jefferson died at the age of 73. About 


all matters at all times he was a man 
most remarkable. His genius could 
'move mountains or fashion pins. He 
could found a government or make a 
nail. He was elaborately accurate in 
every detail of his life, whether pnblic 
or private. He personally ordered ev- 
erything which pertained to h:s cwn 
affairs and never gave a proxy. Not 
only did he draw every line of bis life, 
but he picked out the place for his 
grave, gave directions for his tomb- 
atone and drafted his epitaph.

The Manila correspondent of the New 


fork Sun. writing under date of Feb. 
15. say a- American bands are at the 
throttlea of the engines of the Manila 
and Dagnpan railway 
The United 


States now baa in its bands seven 
miles of the 130 mile system, and is 
putting it to good nee in making bonrly 
trips to and from tbe firing line, just 
beyond Caloocan. for the purpose of 
hauling commissary supplies and need- 
fuls to the brave boys who swelter in 
the hot sun all day and shiver in tbe 
dews of night as they guard the terri- 
tory and cut off'the insurgents' ap- 
proach to the city 


"Toot I Toot I" goes the tiny locomo- 


tive wbistle. and the balf dozen English 
coaches and cais, loaded down with 
boxes of cartridges, canned beef, sev- 
eral sides of fresh meat from tbe re- 
frigerator ship in the bay and a score 
jr so of blue shifted, brown trousered 
warriors on a few hours' leave to visit 
town for a change of socks and a bath, 
roll out of the long station at Manila 
and down the line. 


"Give her tbe high ball," suggests 


some mischievous passenger to the be- 
grimed engineer, an American volun- 
teer, "and see what she can make Ca- 
loocan in." There are no major gen- 
erals on board, and the engineeer takes 
the dare. The natives in the suburbs 
are almost frightened out of tbeir senses 
as the little train whoops past, and 
then they realize that it is the Ameri- 
can way of running trains. After nar- 
rowly missing the corner of a slow cal- 
abao cart driven carelessly across tbe 
road ahead of the train by a Chinaman 
and bitting a curve with force enough 
almost to jar the occupants of tbe Sat 
car from their seats tbe train stops with 
a bang at the station of Caloocab just 
as the traveler begins to think it is the 
intention of the engineer to run the in- 
surgents' lines. It is safe to say the 
awkward little engines never realized' 
what was in their joints until an 
American engineer, out for army serv- 
ice, opened np tbe steam valve. 


Caloocan is tlje first station ost un 


the railway 
It formerly contained 


many thousand Filipino residents, and 
its thatched buildings stretched for a 
quarter of a mile along the wagon road. 
Today only charred spots and broken 
crockery mark the places where tbe 
Philippine huts stood, and not a resi- 
dent of tbe tows remains to tell how it 
all happened. In the center of the town, 
peeping above the tree, stands a much 
battered etone wall The ravages 'of 
cannon missiles and bursting shells 
from Dewey's ships in the bay appear 
almost everywhere. The monitor Mo- 
nadnock used the church for a target 
for qnite awhile that Friday afternoon 
and dropped a 13 inch fellow squarely 
through the corner of the edifice into 
the interior. It made the church loofe 
as if it had been taken up and shaken 
to pieces. Tbe inhabitants of the city 
who were huddled within who were not 
killed hastened to escape. It is eaid 
that shell was the prime mover for tho 
evacuation of tbe city for regions far- 
ther north. The waters of the bay ap- 
pear through the trees near by, but it 
must bave been fully two miles to 
where tbey were deep enough to float 
the navy bombarderg. The altar of the 
church and all the decorations of the 
interior are today a wreck, and tbe sol- 
diers bave cleared out several corners 
in which to deep during odd hours, 


By some strange foresight all the 


buildings of tbe railroad company, an 
English concern, were saved, although 
they were hit several times by tbe shells 
of the bombarding artillery. The com- 
pany had quite a little rolling stock at 
CaloOcsn end tbe Americans captured 
most of it intact inside of the largo 
brick buildings. Tbe railway station, a 
two story brick affair, was also saved. 
Before fleeing for the back country the 
Filipinos, many of them, fired their 
houses to keep the United States soldiers 
from having the pleasure of doing so. 


The town of Malabon lies across 1,000 


yards of marsh, which is daily soaked 
by the tides and is accessible from tbe 
American lines only by a long, narrow 
road. Tbe insurgents are able to enter 
the city from tbe rear, but from all re- 
ports from scouting parties the people 
of Malabon are going tbe other way 
The town probably contains several 
thousand inhabitants and much fine 
property, including, of course, a cbdrch 
and monastery The place is situated on 
a peninsula, and. lying directly on the 
shore of tbe bay, it U e«y prey for tbe 
guns of the navy, 


The Kansas men. wbo bave charge of 


(the line where it strikes tbe bay, bave 
Imade themselves at comfortable as 
[possible in their burrowlike intrench- 
meats, which' have been thrown up 
across the Malabon road and parallel to 
the woods on tbe mainland, a mile 
away, where thousands of insurgents 
can be plainly seen at intervals through- 
out the day constructing earthworks. 
At night tbe air is alive with tbe long 
range bullets of the1 Filipinos, but the 
jKanaans pay not tbe slightest attention. 
Instead tbey wbo rooet atop of tbeir 
breastworks smoke and chat and have 
'«« Bociabla a time generally u poesible. 
Tbe railroad passes through tbe lines 
and takee a long shoot etrftjght for tbe 
woods * mile away 
Plenty of precau- 


tions have been taken to prevent tbe in- 
enrgenta naing the rolling stock at tbeir 
end of the line to ride into Caloocan on, ! 
by fixing the bridge a few hundred 
yard* down tbe line. Thto job wee done 
In tbe dead of the night and conaiated 
in removing • nil or two.

fighters wbo patronize it daily to anu 
from the city. It is named in honor of 
the Twentieth Kansas volunteer regi- 
ment and tbe Utah light artillery. 
Trench work at the left of the stupen- 
dous firing line of the Americans about 
Manila up to date has been decidedly 
easy. With two lines of railways con- 
necting tbe camps with the city and 
witb all the labor of buffalo cart trans- 
portation of supplies removed it could, 
hardly be otherwise. It is likely that 
the railway will prove an invaluable 
means of espply when re-enforcements 
arrive and tbe march toward Malolos, 
up tbe country, is commenced. 


Curious relics of th«» war are those 


possessed by several members of the 
Twentieth Kansas regiment of volun- 
teers, which %as tbe prime factor in 
the capture of Caloocan. Tbey are the 
wooden guns with which the Filipinos 
armed the spare members of their 
army. In appearance they are nothing 
more than the broomstick gun impro- 
vised by many of America's young 
hopefuls for nee in tbeir sham battles. 
After chasing insurrectos until they 
were tired tbe Kansas men fell back to 
look over the destruction they had ac- 
complished and found the little toys ly- 
ing about the hastily deserted trenches. 
At first it occurred to them that there 
must have been children in tbe firing 
line. Some were used for firewood to 
cook the camp messes that night, but 
several were saved. 


Inquiry among the Spaniards devel- 


oped the fact that it has locg been tbe 
custom of tbe Filipinos to make up 
their deficit in firearms by supplying 
wooden guns to men wbo appear in 
ranks and do what they can by their 
appearance to frighten the enemy by 
show of numbers. Sometime*, the toy 
guns are fitted witb a strip of bamboo, 
one end of which is lifted clear from 
the gunstock and dropped, making a 
popping noise like the hitting of a 
Mauser bullet. The plucky insnrrectos 
crawled through the grass toward the 
Spanish lines during the night and, 
after shielding themselves from harm, 
made the popping sounds which made 
tbe Spaniards believe they were being 
attacked. 


It is a peculiar fact that scarcely any 


of the dead insurgents picked up by the 
Americans had their firearms witb 
them. It is likely that the men with 
wooden guns watched their opportunity 
to seize the guns of fallen comrades 
and thus won their way into the fight' 
ing ranks. It is reported that a couple 
of wooden edition were found mounted 
near the trenches deserted at Caloocan. 


All these things sbow that the insur- 


gents are abort of arms, and several 
things have pointed to the fact that 
tbey are also well out of ammunition. 
Mauser and Remington cartridges have 
been found by our soldiers, and exami- 
nation showed that tbey had been fired 
ouce and reloaded. The powder cham- 
ber of each shell was only partially fill- 
ed, and the remaining space was stuffed 
with paper. The shortage of powder 
probably explains the reasoi* the Fili- 
pinos failed to fire a couple of,old muz- 
zle loading cannon tbey had at Caloo- 
can.

Short Account of W.iat Will Be Uone 


When Spring Opens. 


The following description from the 


Sunday Republican is of the scheme 
for fanning out the tunnel, which was 
recounted in these columns when it 
was first began last fall: 


A matter of much interest to the 


local public and the traveling public 
as well, is the plan of the Fitchburg 
railroad company to rid the Hoosac 
tunnel of the smoke and gas escaping 
from the engines, thereby rendering 
the place much more comfortable for 
the trainmen and those who work in 
the tunnel, as well as for the thou- 
sands of passengers carried- through it 
every year. Ever since the tunnel went 
into use the smoke with which it has 
been filled much of the time has been 
an unmitigated nuisance, 
rendering 


the atmosphere close and stifling and 
making a passage through the "great 
bore," after the novelty of the first 
few trips had worn off, anything but 
a pleasure. 


After studying the situation care- 


fully the company, as has before been 
stated, decided to try the experiment 
of drawing the smoke and gas up 
through the central shaft by means of 
a powerful electric fan at the top, the 
principle being the same as that In 
ventilating mines. 


Last year William Clifford of Pitta- 


burg, Pa., an expert mining engineer, 
visited the tunnel and took measure- 
ments, etc., and some time ago a con- 
tract was let to him to build a Capell 
fan which will be driven by a 125 horse- 
power electric motor, the current be- 
ing furnished by the Norttf Adams gas 
and electric light company and trans- 
mitted by four copper wires running 
from the company's station in North 
Adams to the central shaft by way of 
the west portal. 


The Fitchburg company sent men 


and materials to North Adams last 
fall to begin the work, but winter set 
In earlier than was expected and op- 
erations were postponed". 
They will 


begin as soon as the weather will per- 
mit, and a vacant bouse near the cen- 
tral shaft will be used as quarters for 
the workmen. 


The fan, which will be sixteen feet 


in diameter, will be placed directly 
over the shaft and will be so tightly 
Inclosed that It can take no air except 
from the tunnel. It will have to be run 
nearly all the time and if It will do the 
work expected of it the value to the 
Fitchburg company and its employes 
and patrons will be very great.

MUNICIPAL LEAGUE SMbKE TALK. 


Election Abuses Discussed, and Mr, 


Dobson's Political Position Defined. 


The "Workingmen's Municipal league 


held a reunion and smoke talk last 
evening in its rooms on Marshall 
street, which -nea, well attended and 
much enjoyed. There were about 150 
members present, and much enthusi- 
asm was shown for the league work 


A large number of the members at- 


tended the council meeting before the 
smoke talk, leaving the city hall after 
the city budget was disposed of and 
going to the league rooms, where there 
was an informal program of speaking 
and music. 


William Dobson was the chief speak- 


er of the meeting, and he gave an ad- 
dress on municipal problems, calling 
attention to the widespread intei-est 
which was being shown m sucli mat- 
ters in all the cities of the country 
Then he referred to local matters, es- 
pecially as they concerned elections 
He opposed the custom now in force 
of counting the ballots in blocks of 50, 
saying that information in regard to 
how the election was going which al- 
ways "leaked" aa a result of this 
method of counting. He thought it was 
not fair to the candidates, and urged 
that the matter be agitated until the 
method was changed. He also said 
that there were a number of cases at 
the last election where the election 
officers were not sworn in as they are 
required to be and said that this form 
of law ignoring should be stopped. 


Charles Brown was the other speak- 


er, and he dwelt chiefly on the ques- 
tions of the last campaign, saying that 
the league was still1 in the same po- 
sition, and meant to continue its fight 
along the same lines. 


The remarks were endorsed by the 


reception they received, showing that 
the members are thoroughly in earnest 
In the work they are continuing. 


One of the principal features of the 


meeting was the statement of Mr. 
Dobson that all reports in regard to his 
legislative candidacy were unauthor- 
ized. He was not to be a candidate for 
the legislature or for any office, and 
would not be unless it was the will of 
the league. It was to be a campaign by 
the league and not by any one man. 


During the evening there was singing 


and exhibition dancing, and refresh- 
ments were served, concluding a very 
enjoyablo evening.

Interesting'Question Between Bicyclists 


and Street Railways. 


A question of great interest to all 


•wheelmen has been biought in Spring- 
lield, as to whether street railways 
can legally carry bicycles that have 
broken down, to "5avo the rider a long 
walk carrying the wheel. President 
Bodeker of the JIassasoit Cycle club 
recently \\iotc to the state railroad 
commissioners reWive to the club's 
petition to the Spnngfleld street rail- 
way for carrying disabled bicycles on 
its cais. He has received an answer 
which says commissioners cannot give 
an opinion on the simple request, but 
that the matter must be formally pre- 
sented to them and that they will make 
a ruling to cover the point and estab- 
lish the exact status of the bicycle in 
the state. 


The query -nag prompted about ten 


days ago by reason of the reply which 
the local company made to the club in 
answer to its petition that di&abled bi- 
cycles be brought into the city from 
suburban districts to sa\e the owner a 
long walk or great inconvenience in 
getting- his mount horns by express or 
otherwise. The company replied that 
the charter it holds from the state will 
not allow it to carry freight and that 
the railroad commissioners must first 
determine whether bicycles are freight 
ere the railroad can decide what to do. 


President Bodecker has strong hope, 


and even confidence, that the matter 
will eventually be decided for the in- 
terest of all bicycle riders He has con- 
sulted good authority other than the 
commissioners, who give it as highly 
probable that there can be no sense m 
regarding 
broken-down bicycles as 


freight 
in the 
ordinarily accepted, 


meaning. The nest move will 6e to re- 
port the matter, as it now stands, to 
the i&jiway, to gather in the petitions 
and make up a case to be presented to 
the railroad commissioners as they may 
direct or prefer. 


On a petition be;»g presented, a 


hearing will be ordered and representa- 
tives of the club will appear in that 
capacity. It will be shown that there 
is a strong demand for such an ar- 
rangem«iit to be made, whereby broken, 
bicycles may be brought into the city 
from outlying districts being attached 
to the rear of the cars, supported by 
the fenders, where they would discom- 
mode no one. It is not thought that 
there will be any remonstrance .to the 
oroposition, for the bicyclists would 
expect to pay carfare, and be glad to 
in most if not all cases.

flONTICEUO 
JEFFERSON'S HOME. 


On account of the 2d of April being the anniversary of the birth of Thomas 


Jefferson unusual interest is being taken in all things associated wilU the mem- 
ory of the writer of the Declaration of Independence. The accompanying 
illustration shows Monticello, the Jefferson homestead, built by our president 
of that name 12 years before the Revolution. Monticello stands three miles from 
the town of Charlottesville and is some 115 miles by rail from Washington. 
The glory of this beautiful old colonial homestead lies in its situation. Monti- 
cello stands on a commanding hilltop, and from its windows can be seen the 
vast acreage of the original estate inherited by the president from his father, 
Peter Jefferson, who was one of the first settlers in Albemarle county. At the 
time of his coming into the inheritance Thomas Jefferson was the owner of 
20.0 slaves, among them being many carpenters, masons and iron workers. The 
big mansion was almost altogether the work of these slaves. They quarried 
the stone and hewed the timber themselves and with their own hands dug and 
baked the clay from which the necessary bricks were made. 


Today a little Virginia darky stands at the big iron gate and at the ar- 


rival of visitors rings the old plantation belt to announce their arrival. Not 
far from the mansion itself is the family burying: ground. 


GIBRALTAR AND LANDING PLACE. 


Gibraltar might justly be called the most interesting spot in Europe to- 


-day. Certain so-called French experts have been circulating the report of late

.the Tower of London. The report of the crumbling of Gibraltar grew .out of the 
fact that on the north side of the rock over Catelan bay a shelf of dark brown 
loose sand has made its appearance, and this was supposed to have come from 
the disintegration of Gibraltar itself. This mysterious bar of sand has really 
been washed up by the sea, and is proving a most invaluable donation to the 
English garrison now engaged in constructing extended masonry for the forti- 
fication of the lower batteries.

' The town of Gibraltar is an entirely English town. The streets are Eng- 


lish named, and all the little houses of the place are constructed on English 
models. Cameras, notebooks, lead pencils and even too close an examination of 
the fortifications are all prohibited at Gibraltar, so the result is that the outside 
world really knows very little about the inner features of old "Gib."

Though, still a, young nian, Mr. Rudyard Kipling has written enough poetry 


to set up a few hundred minor poets in the business. It Is npt surprising 
when one considers the vast amount of verse turned out by the uncrowned poet 
laureate of the Anglo-Saxon race that his poems should nearly all be the 
result of a sudden inspiration, turne'd out at white heat, and not the result of 
long study and the burning of much midnight oil. Perhaps this la why Kipling 
is always so virile and so ruggedly impressive, for whatever faults he may 
have no one can call him a closet poet. He seldom rewrites a poem, and, as the 
accompanying facsimile reproduction of the .first verse of the now famous 
"Fuzzy Wuzzy" poem will show, his manuscript reveals no alterations and no 
corrections.

SOME FAMOUS GLOVES, 


The three famous old gloves shown in 


the illustration are perhaps the most 
valuable specimens of hand wear now in 
existence. T^he first is one worn by the 
hand that wrote "Hamlet" and "King 
Lear" and is one of the most highly 
nriV.prt Shakespearean relics extant. It 
is made of stout leather and stitched in 
red and gold. The second glove is one 


of a pair once worn by Mary, queen of 
Scots, but is now nothing more than a 
faded and stiffened piece of leather. The 
last is a gauntlet that once adorned the 
hand of good Queen Bess, and, like the 
character of its old time regal wearer, 
is stout'and strong. Its material is pure 
white kid, and It is oddly but richly 
decorated with needlework. 


Edward Marshall, the heroic war.correspondent who was wouudeii appai., 


ently to death on the firing line'at Las Guasimas on June 21 last, is japidly r*» 
covering a degree of health and strength for which neither he nor his friends 
dared to hope in the weeks and months immediately following his injury. Vir- 
tually complete paralysis of both legs was the first and most deplorable result 
of the wound, the bullet passing: through and destroying one of the vertebra 
and cutting off the large nerves leading to the lower limbs. The wound jtselt 
yielded readily to treatment and has long been completely healed, and, though 
the bullet has not yet been removed, it is making little trouble. Little by lit- 
tle the paralysis is improving under massage and^other treatment, and the right 
leg is now almost as good as ever. The left leg, Irowever, appears to be perma- 
Jiently paralyzed below the knee, and perhaps it may by and by be amputated 
at the joint, in which event Mr. Marshall would use an artificial leg. His gen- 
eral health is excellent, the grip in his hand is as firm, and.the sparkle in his 
eye is as bright as ever, and his courage for the future is unimpaired. His book, 
entitled "The Stoi<y of the Rough Riders," on which he has been working sev- 
eral months, has just been published and promises to be very'successful, judg- 
ing from advance sales. The accompanying portrait is from Mr. Marshall's 
latest photograph.

THE HEATHEN CHINEE AT HOME.

Time was when China appeared of In- 


terest to only the opera maker and the 
missionary. Too remote to be patron-, 
ized by tourists and too inhospitable to 
be invaded by the American anfl Eng- 
lish merchant, for many centuries it 
has remained a land of romance and 
•mysticism. She would not chum with 
Europe; neither would she hobnob with 
the United States. For centuries she 
sulked alone in her eastern corner and 
asked for nothing more than to be let 
alone. Then came the British East In- 
dia company and the time of the first 
railway in the Hermit Kingdom. There is 
nothing like a locomotive wheel to crush 
the romance out of an unknown coun- 
try. 
This first railway was only 18 


miles long and was built by English- 
men from Shanghai to the port of Woo- 
Sung. They had grown tired of lighter- 
ing their ever increasing cargoes over 
the bar of the Yang-tse at a cost greater 
than the expense of transportation all 
the way from London and New Tork. 
So they went to work and built their 
road without charter and without gov- 
ernment leave. The rails of that rail- 
way were straightway torn up. In Chi- 
na aryery powerful -Influence is exer-

>f -the.dtead, :and it'was discovered that 
ta»t abominable new railway was in- 
terfering:, very seriously with the-move- 
inents and the liberty of the fung- 
shuy. Just what preciie compromise 
WM made with the exacting spirits of 
the dead is not now known, but slowly 
and steadily after the building of that 
first railway the spirit of modern ideas 
began to-be consulted bafore those of 
the respected dead, and now natives are 
solemnly -enjoined to place no obstruc- 
tion* on the railway tracks of the "for- 
eign devils."

As is very well known, the Chinaman I 


is not n6ted for his astounding bravery, j 
In fact, there is a good deal of the cow- 
ard about him, and as a military organ- 
ization his armies are stupid and un- 
wieldy bodies of primitively armed bar- 
barians. Where generous and kind 
hearted German and Russian officers 
have done their best to Europeanize 
these martial natives there has been 
some slight improvement. The only 
tribe among1 them of marked physical 
courage are the Tartars, who are "tar- 
tars" in every sense ^ot the word. Next 
to them come,,the peoples of Szechuen, 
tall, sinewy fellows, who are known aa 
the Lo-los. They preserve their ancient 
tongue, which is of Dravidian origin, 
and claim that they once dominated the 
western half of the wide valley of the 
Yang-tse, but 40 centuries ago were 
driven into the southwest by the Chi- 
nese on the north. It is presumably 
among these people that Kipling laid 
the scenes of his remarkable story of 
"The Man Who Would Be King." 


When one gets down in the Shan 


provinces, a new tribe and a new dia- 
lect are found on almost every new hill- 
side. Their abundance is simply be- 
wildering and especially so fo that in- 
divi'dual from the west who would at- 
tempt to do business among them. Bur- 
mese and Cambodian, Siamese and 
Anamite, Kakyens and Miaotsze, are 
huddled and muddled up ^together with 
a promlscuousness that is at'least pic-, 
turesque.

Until the advent of Dewey in the east 
and the conquest of the Philippines our 
interest in the Flowery Kingdom was 
inclined to be somewhat languid and 
sporadic. But now, should there begin 
to take place that slicing up of China 
by the European powers which have 
been keeping a hungry eye'on her, Uncle 
Sam is bound to be on hand to take an 
active and interested part in the pro- 
ceedings. Though our trade in the Land 
of the Great Dragon is now just one- 
tenth of that carried on in the same 
country by Great Britain, there 1* soon 
to be a new commercial interest taken 
in China by us. When the door of the 
oast is finally swung open, the United 
States will be in a position to take a 
fitting part in catering to the wants of 
that new market of 400,000.000 people.

lature to refund, $65,083.33, leaving the 
amount of $341,237.50. The discount on 
taxes was reduced $1000 from the es- 
timates. 


This report of the finance committee 


was accepted without change, although 
on several matters there were hot de- 
bates. 
The 
school 
appropriations 


came in for the most discussion, anc 
Superintendent Hall was c-UJed from 
the audience to explain the proposed ap- 
propriations.. 


The $600 for band concerts was ac- 


cepted after debate, while the items 
for police expenses and the building of 
a keeper's house at the notch reservoir 
caused a good deal of talk, the latter 
being carried only by a close vote. On 
all the other matters the council was 
unanimous and accepted the report 
without debate. 


The union label question was de- 


feated only after a long and heated 
argument, and aftei 
Mr^ Perry as 


chairman of the printing committee 
had confessed that all the city reports 
up to date had been printed under 
illegal contracts. 
This fact had never 


been brought out, and the announce- 
ment by Mr. Perry that it was true 
caused a good deal of surprise. 


The new office created -was that of 


an inspector of upper leather. 


The doings 
of

council were 


watched by a big crowd, the--specta- 
tors' seats being at one time insuffi- 
cient to hold all who were present, the 
members of the Workingmen's Muni- 
cipal league entering the hall in a 
body to hear the debate on finances. 
Several times the crowd broke into 
applause, until they'were stopped by 
the chairman.

It took about five 
minutes of a warm argument to dis- 
cover that the increase was for the po- 
lice signal system, and the council 
laughed at itself as it quietly voted the 
amount.

The next fight was the last, that on 


the band concert matter. Mr. Whitney 
moved that the $600 be granted. 


Mr. Gove didn't see why the council 


should vote $600 "to be blown up in 
the air" when there were 
bridges 


nailed up and other work waiting for 
lack of money. 


Mr. Bracewell asked about the legal- 


ity of it, and Mr. Whitaker began b> 
saying that he had been heard before 
and he still thought as he had then 
expressed himself. He disputed the city 
solicitor's opinion, saying that he die 
not believe such an appropriation was 
legal. He cited 
legal 
decisions and 


quoted law to prove this. He thought 
the $600 was tacked onto the list as a 
"rider," but said he had opposed the 
measure all he meant to, and if the 
council saw fit to pass the item, it 
must do so on its own interpretation 
of the law. 


There was more discussion both for 


and against, and finally Mr. Wilkinson 
spoke very strongly in favor 
of it 


agreeing with ,Mr. Sykes, one of the 
finance committee, in believing thai 
the people wanted it and were en- 
titled to it. 


A vote was taken, and the appropria- 


tion was carried with only one vote 
against. 


Passed to Second Reading. 


The committee of the whole then dis 


solved, and the council resumed its- 
sitting, adopting the report of the com- 
mittee and passing it to a second read 
ing, to be given at a special meeting e 
week from last night. An order provid- 
ing for the raising of the amount by 
:axation was also passed to a second 
reading. Incidental to this the council 
took advantage of the' special act ot 
:he legislature, and voted to 
refund 


565,083.33 of the maturing debt, paying 
:his year only $35,000 of it.

That Committee's Action Had Been 


Illegal. City Solicitor Asked to 


Dcfluo Council Blguts. 


Next to the appropriations, the most 
mportant matter was the action on the 
request of the typographical union for 
an ordinance providing for the use of 
;he union label on all city printing. 
This measure was "lost alter an inter- 
stiirg and sometimes warm 
debate, 


;hree councilmen voting in favor of it. 


The committee's report was read by 


Mr. Perry, who said that it was a ma- 
orlty report, and was in brief as fol- 
lows: 
; 


The committee did not think it neces- 


sary to consider the constitutionality 
of the measure for it was fully satis- 
fled that this council has no power or 
authority, In any way to control or 
nfluence the letting of contracts, the 
purchase of materials, or the employ- 
ment of labor by the executive de- 
partments of the city (overnmnet, ex- 
cept by the voting of or withholding 
appropriations therefor: and further, 
.hat any contracts entered Into by the 
city pursuant to an ordinance such as 
s called for by the resolution, would 
In consequence thereof be void, as has 
been held In decisions of the courts of 
Massachusetts, 


statute and charter, and that the con- 
tracts had been let illegally in the past 
Then he said that he had talked with 
no one who had studied the subject 
^\ho was not against the measure in 
question. 


Mi. McDonald retorted that he had 


studied me question, and then quoted 
a remark of Mr. Perry's in a way that 
the latter thought unfair, and a slight 
passage 
of words 
in 
which 
each 


claimed the floor followed. President 
Wilkinson gave the floor to Mr. Mc- 
Donald, who went on to say that usage 
made law and that if the committee 
had acted illegally, it had established 
its position. He wanted an honest vote 
on the question from a council that 
nad too long' been shirking responsi- 
bility on such matters. 


There was more discussion along the 


lines of legality, during which Mr. 
Perry said that never so long as he 
was on the printing committee would 
it contract for any more printing. 


A vote by roll call was asked for, 


and the measure was los=t by a vote of 
33 to 3, Couni-ilmen Ladam,'McDonald 
and Whitnov voting in favor of it, and; 
against the cummittcc-'s mfiority re- 
port. 


Ward 3 School Site. 


The special committee on a ward 3 


school sife, reported in favor of ap- 
propriating $7,000 for the purchase of 
the hospital site. The first recommen- 
dation was for $8,000 for buying the lot 
and $2,000 for grading, but the com- 
mittee had decided that the grading 
would cost much less, and that $7,000 
was that ought to be paid for the lot. 


Mr. Amadon thought $7,000 was far 


too much to pay for an acre of land, 
and Mr. Perry thought a definite price 
ought to have been secured from the 
hospital before any money was voted. 


The appropriation was passed ti a 


second reading. 


Officers and Minor Matters. 


The mayor reported the appointment 


of Charles H. Gosselln as a weigher of 
coal, and the appointment of Luther 
W. White as inspector of leather. This 
latter is a new office and was created 
on the petition of N. L. Millard and W. 
G. Cady, who held that a sworn in- 
spector would be of much servire in

leather that is brought into the city. I 


The committee on ordinances reported 


against the appointment of a wire in- 
spector for the present, owing to the 
circumstances of the city's fire and po-

for. The matter was laid over. 


The salary of the plumbing inspector 


was fixed at $15 a week, with 50 cents 
an hour for additional inspectors when 
employed.
